TWO ENTIRE DAYS 


Newspaper Men Unailt to Lo- 


cate Impeached Governor. 


Albany, N. Y., Sept. 13.—Governor 


Sulzer was mysteriously missing from 
Albany. He had not been at the ex- 
ecutive chamber since 4:30 o'clock 
Wednesday afternoon, and search for 
bia whereabouts was unsuccessful two 
days later. 
Mrs. Sulzer says the re- 


port that he is out of town is absurd, 
and his secretary. Chester C. Platt, ad 
mitted almost simultaneously that be 
had been out of town. 


Secretary Platt confessed that he did 


not know where the governor was, and 
frequent inquiry at the executive man- 
sion elicited no information as to bis 
whereabouts. 


Governor Sulzer was last seen in At 


btny on Wednesday, when be purchas- 
ed a newspaper on the landing of the 
New York-Albany steamboats. He was 
then accompanied by his military sec- 
retary.

ship, hot It was surmised tbat it would 
be sent home on tbe Cunard liner Lost- 
tanln, instead of on tbe White Star 
line steamship Cedrlc, as planned at 
Brut 


It was learned tbat the mayor had 


not mixed with his fellow passengers 
during the voyage, and this was recall- 
ed as an Indication of a more serious 
Indisposition than be admitted when 
be embarked at New Tork a week ago 
for a fortnight on tbe ocean. He had 
bad all of his meals served in his state 
room, but be had often gone on deck 
to get the Invigorating ocean breezes, 
and those close to him thought hi» 
health was Improving daily. To them 
bis death was wholly unexpected. 


The mayor's death was the one topic 


of discussion among the passengers on 
the Baltic, but tbey had learned no 
further details than those contained in 
Rufus Gaynor's message, in which he 
told how bis father died while seated 
In a chair just before the luncheon 
hour on Wednesday afternoon.

been taken IB yharge by toe ship1* of- 
ficers, wag put in a steel coffin and 
placed iu the ship's mortuary room.

TWO ENTIRE DAYS 


Newspaper Men Unailt to Lo- 


cate Impeached Governor. 


Albany, N. Y., Sept. 13.—Governor 


Sulzer was mysteriously missing from 
Albany. He had not been at the ex- 
ecutive chamber since 4:30 o'clock 
Wednesday afternoon, and search for 
bia whereabouts was unsuccessful two 
days later. 
Mrs. Sulzer says the re- 


port that he is out of town is absurd, 
and his secretary. Chester C. Platt, ad 
mitted almost simultaneously that be 
had been out of town. 


Secretary Platt confessed that he did 


not know where the governor was, and 
frequent inquiry at the executive man- 
sion elicited no information as to bis 
whereabouts. 


Governor Sulzer was last seen in At 


btny on Wednesday, when be purchas- 
ed a newspaper on the landing of the 
New York-Albany steamboats. He was 
then accompanied by his military sec- 
retary.

during the voyage, and this was recall- 
ed as an Indication of a more serious 
Indisposition than be admitted when 
be embarked at New Tork a week ago 
for a fortnight on tbe ocean. He had 
bad all of his meals served in his state 
room, but be had often gone on deck 
to get the Invigorating ocean breezes, 
and those close to him thought hi» 
health was Improving daily. To them 
bis death was wholly unexpected. 


The mayor's death was the one topic 


of discussion among the passengers on 
the Baltic, but tbey had learned no 
further details than those contained in 
Rufus Gaynor's message, in which he 
told how bis father died while seated 
In a chair just before the luncheon 
hour on Wednesday afternoon.
